Tri-Town Finance Committees; and the Tri-Town Boards 
of Selectmen was held on Wednesday, November 10 at 
7:00 pm at ORR High School. The meeting was scheduled 
to begin reviewing the budget process for Fiscal Year 
2006, but also in response to a recent Tri-Town Selectmen's 
meeting. 

"The purpose of this meeting is to kick off the 
budget season and give people the opportunity to inter- 
face about the Fiscal '06 budget and then, at the end of the 
night, hopefully have a chance to exchange some of the 
ideas with your respective Town Meetings," said ORR 
School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper in his opening 
remarks. "Late last week it was brought to our attention 
there was information in the newspaper that was some- 
what upsetting to school people and we thought we 
should try and set the record straight." 

Dr. Cooper was referring to an article in The 
Wanderer documenting the Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting 
during which officials from Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Rochester discussed ideas to potentially maintain and 
trim back escalating education costs. This discussion was 
spurred, in part, by the recent institution of $100-per- 
pupil bus transportation fee being assessed to ORR 
students. 

"In the three years that Fve been here, we haven't 
(added) teaching staff," Dr. Cooper said, challenging the 
assertion that new teachers have been hired. "Another 
(wrong assumption) was that we were clandestine with

subject to the budget, which is absolutely ridiculous. 
Anyone who wants a copy of the budget is welcome to 
(it). They are public documents. We pass them out to the 
Finance Committees (FinComs) and we don't hold them 
back from the Selectmen. People are imagining we're 
running a clandestine operation." 

As to the controversy over the recently-charged 
bus transportation fees. Dr. Cooper said this was brought 
up as a possible scenario during last year's budget 
discussions. "This was part of the budget last winter and 
the FinCom members knew it, so that was below the belt 
as far as Fm concerned," he said. 

Dr. Cooper also made it clear that the school 
budget is audited on a regular basis as per state law. He

was surprised that "no one at the (Tri-Town Selectmen's 
meeting) knew the school system has to have an audit/' 
he said. "That's what the people in the three towns 
believe now — that we don't audit our books, that we 
don't share the budget. That's really good PR as we go 
into the new Fiscal Year. We audit the books and we 
generally audit them before the towns. Ours is done for 
FY04 ... and you can have a copy." 

Another cost-cutting suggestion made by the 
regional officials was to possibly disband the ORR School 
Superintendency Union and revert the operation of each 
of the towns' elementary schools to their respective town. 

"That's a great idea," Dr. Cooper said. "Dissolve 
the (superintendency union) to save money. Like you're 
not going to need a superintendent and a business office. 
You may be able to get a superintendent that's a little less 
expensive than I am, but not a whole lot ... (and) you 
would still need a superintendent for ORR." 

One suggestion made at the Tri-Town Selectmen's 
meeting which Dr. Cooper did think was viable was 
looking into the purchasing and operating of a school bus 
fleet for the three towns. "We're still open to that and I 
think it would be great," he said. 

Dr. Cooper said he was most bothered by the fact 
that the schools — and in particular, ORR High School — 
seem to become the favored "whipping post" when times 
are tough. 

"The thing that bothers me more than anything is 
you have a terrific high school but you have a propensity

to beat the daylights out of it and expect it to be a great 
high school/' Dr. Cooper said. "If you trash it and put it 
into a secondary position, that's what it will be. You build 
your own prophecies ... and it's always ORR. High 
schools are rather complex deals and ... (ORR) isn't going 
to be made better by tearing it down. How is the commu- 
nity well-served if you put your high school down? Who 
wins? The students? The residents? I don't get it." 

Facing a difficult budget season ahead. Dr. 
Cooper felt he and the area school officials needed to 
respond to the "incorrect information" offered by tri-town 
officials and published in The Wanderer. "We were upset 
(and) we thought we had to respond," he said. "It's not a 
great way to start the budget season." 

Looking ahead. Dr. Cooper said other pressing 
issues include spacing constraints at Rochester's Memo- 
rial School, the possibility of funding and running an 
educational television channel out of ORR High School, 
and paying escalating utility bills. "We've got some big 
issues as we look ahead to 2006," he said. "The state aid 
picture is better, but ... the burden still falls to the local 
taxpayer in a disproportionate fashion, in my opinion." 

Marion Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, who did not 
attend the Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting in question, 
thanked Dr. Cooper for his comments and expressed 
regret over how the meeting was interpreted. "Unfortu- 
nately I was not at that meeting and I was concerned at 
some of the comments made and I appreciate your 
(input)," he said. 

After each of the three towns was given time to 
discuss some school budgeting concerns with their 
respective Boards of Selectmen and Finance Committees, 
the collective group aired some of the key issues for FY 
2006. 

A. Lee Hayes of the Marion FinCom stressed that

75 percent of the school budgets are comprised of 
''people-driven costs'' and that's what makes it difficult to 
gauge each year. "The cost of people is huge in this thing 
(and) the increased cost of people is, therefore, huge," he 
said. "To me that is probably the biggest issue as it relates 
to the operating budget and in some of the disconnects 
that we have." 

Dr. Cooper concurred, but noted that teachers' 
salaries are well in line for communities of the same size. 
"You're not going to be able to pay a whole lot more or a 
whole lot less in these small communities," he said. 

"Your major issue about the number of teachers is 
being driven by that market cost of people versus the 
affordability of the towns," Mr. Hayes said. "That's a huge

driver here in everything/' 

'The cost of the teachers is not going down/' Dr. 
Cooper said. "You either make the classes bigger or get 
more teachers." 

Priscilla Thompson of the Marion FinCom said 
they were hoping to cap salaries at 2.6 across-the-board so 
that all contracted employees are given the same adjust- 
ments. "We're very concerned about contract negotiations 
coming up not just with the schools but with DPW and 
police," she said. "We also talked about trying to take a 
look at some more creative solutions from the school 
committee's point-of-view." 

According to Selectman Gary Laboa of Rochester, 
they are struggling to give town employees the minimum 
cost-of-living increases. "We just can't find any more than 
2 or 3 percent (in the budget)," he said. "The ideal situa- 
tion is that everything in the budget gets approved. 
Growth is always an issue in Rochester (and) we know 
the Memorial School (growth) issue is going to be a 
problem." 

Rochester FinCom Chairman Michael Costa noted 
the school budget process they've used for the past two 
years has "worked very well," he said. "If the Selectmen 
want a better understanding of that, they're welcome to 
attend the meetings. In Rochester we spend much more 
time on the school budgets ... because that's where all the 
money is." 

"I think we are cautiously optimistic," added 
Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Botelho. 
"We've had some substantial new growth and we've got 
our union agreements pretty much behind us. We also 
have some other projects that we're working on." 

To that end, Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan 
Collyer said they held an organizational meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Wind Power Study Committee the night 
before to "find a useful way to funnel all the hot air in the

three towns/' he mused. "The first task is to work on 
building a (weather) tower here at ORR High School. As 
part of that deal, the focus is to use the revenues from 
wind power to power this complex.'' 

Selectman Collyer said wind turbines could be 
used at ORR to help defray up to $500,000 of the school's 
annual electrical costs. "We're hoping to have a proposal 
by May to see what we can do over the next two to three 
years," he said. "It's our way of stepping outside the box, 
I guess." 

Dr. Cooper suggested this joint group reconvene 
sometime around the end of January or the beginning of 
February to begin the school budget process in earnest. 
"We'll be meeting with the FinComs for ORR and then in 
the respective towns for the elementary school budgets," 
he said.

Training Your Puppy 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as thier own 
room, not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing 
at night after being walked and is taken outside the first 
thing in the morning. After each meal the pup goes outside 
to the same spot with adult supervision and recieves praise 
for eliminating. The pup should stay in the crate during the 
day when he is not interacting with family members. He 
should go outside every 30-60 minutes when he is free in the 
house. Most dogs are housebroken by 6 months. 
When can I start teaching him tricks? 
Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 
minutes, 10-30 times daily. Start with ''come, sit, stay'' and 
then add other tricks as you desire. Heal is important with a 
large breed pup. If the dogs walks ahead of you on a leash, 
turn around and start walking in the opposite direction. 
Praise the pup constantly when he/ she is walking without 
pulling.

The next scheduled meeting was with NStar 
regarding a pole placement on Water Street. An abutting 
resident, Mr. Linhares, asked why the pole was not being 
placed at the property line, but was marked to the west.

town's commercial tax base is less than 4 percent. "Techni- 
cally you are voting for a factor of one, which is a single 
tax rate/' Mr. Fames said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to adopt 
a factor of one to maintain a single tax rate for both 
residential and commercial property townwide. Although 
it has not yet been certified, the estimated tax rate for 
Fiscal Year 2005 is about $7.97 per $1,000 of valuation. 

At 7:09 pm the board met with Town Clerk/ 
Treasurer /Tax Collector Debra Blanchette to discuss the 
recent election results as to the County Commissioner 
race, which they are required to certify and report by law. 
The board signed and certified the final "officiar' election 
results for that race as requested. Ms. Blanchette also 
discussed the recent Special Town Meeting vote as to 
borrowing for the voter-approved harbor patrol boat 
purchase. 

"Normally the harbor patrol boat would be 
(bonded) for five years, but if we can show the life of the 
boat would be longer, we could (extend) the loan," she 
said. "I talked to the Marine Resource Commission (MRC) 
and they preferred 10 years. It spreads the payments out 
over a longer period of time." 

"I think it makes sense because interest rates now 
are low," Selectman Jeffrey said. "They also have some 
other projects coming up." 

Selectman Henry asked what happened if the 
boat was damaged before the 10-year period. 

"We have hull insurance on the town vessels," 
Mr. Dolan said. "You're not guaranteeing it will last 10 
years, you're just providing your good faith estimate that 
it will last 10 years." 

Chairman Pierce next discussed the formation of 
a Fireworks Study Committee.

there would be a one-year agreement; and there would be 
stricter guidelines as to the use of town vehicles/' Mr. 
Dolan said. "We went with a one-year contract because 
this would bring (the DPW union) in sync with other 
unions ... and there's so much financial uncertainty now 
in the state, a one-year contract is preferred." 

"\ just want to commend the DPW Superinten- 
dent for dealing with the vehicle issue," Selectman Jeffrey 
said, noting that Rob Zora was quick to address the 
board's concerns over this matter. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to accept 
the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between the 
Town of Marion and the Marion DPW union as submit- 
ted. 

Mr. Dolan also advised the board that they are 
close to finalizing the cable contract renewal with 
Comcast, but they have asked for an extension through 
December 9. The board unanimously voted to grant the 
extension as requested. 

Lastly, Mr. Dolan said the closing date for Build- 
ing Commissioner applications had passed and they 
received seven applications. He suggested conducting an 
initial "paper screening" and then narrow the field down 
to three or four candidates to be interviewed by the Board 
of Selectmen on Wednesday, December 1 starting at 6:00 
pm. 

When asked if they wanted the input of the 
Planning Board or Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) in 
making a recommendation. Selectman Henry said he 
didn't think it was necessary and he'd rather reserve the 
executive selection privilege for the Selectmen. 

"I would suggest anyone from the public could 
give you their input," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I don't 
mean they should be part of the interview process ... but if 
the head of the ZBA or anyone else wanted to give you 
input, that's fine."

There being no debate or objections. Article 2 
passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $2,443 for the town's share of the Assistance to 
Firefighters Grant from the U.S. Department of Homeland 
Security to purchase Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) 
for all members of the Rochester Fire Department. This 
amount reflects a 10-percent matching contribution 
toward the total purchase. Article 3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to appro- 
priate the sum of $173,193 under Chapter 291 of the Acts 
of 2004. "These monies are given annually toward high- 
way repairs and ... does not impact the local tax rate," Mr. 
Costa said. Article 4 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $29,000 and transfer $11,000 from Article 18 of the 
June 5, 2000 Annual Town Meeting to cover the cost of 
leasing space within close proximity to the Town Hall for 
a so-called Town Hall Annex. Given recent Requests for 
Proposals (RFPs) received for potential lease sites, the 
article was amended to appropriate only $19,000 along 
with the $11,000 for a total of $30,000. 

"We got two responses: one from Plumb Corner

crowded, the meeting room has cubicles in it — there are 
serious space issues. This isn't going to alleviate all the 
problems, but it will allow us to move a lot of the filing 
cabinets into the new (space) and create some additional 
room and possibly construct an ADA-approved bathroom 
in the existing Town Hall. The Board of Selectmen voted 
2-to-l to support the Women's Club lease proposal.'' 

The lone dissenter. Selectman Richard Nunes, felt 
the idea of leasing space for a Town Hall Annex was a 
waste of money. 'T think the Town Hall was more 
crowded two years ago when the Council on Aging (was 
in there)," he said. "Right now in Town Hall we have a 
vacant office upstairs that 99 percent of the time isn't 
used. Essentially, there is no policy about archiving 
records. Every piece of paper is saved in Town Hall. 
That's just my opinion, but T differ from my fellow 
Selectmen and the FinCom." 

Selectman Nunes suggested that a modular office 
building constructed adjacent to the existing Town Hall in 
the parking area between it and the Congregational 
Church Vestry was a wiser choice. "By leasing office space 
at Plumb Corner or the Women's Club, you're not going 
to make the Town Hall compliant with ADA regulations," 
he said. "Leasing office space is just throwing money out 
the window. T'm sure some town employees would like 
bigger offices, but it's not necessary" 

Building Inspector Bob Francis, whose depart- 
ment was targeted to move into the Town Hall Annex, 
noted that under current state requirements for space the 
Town Hall is severely cramped. "The whole Town Hall is 
overcrowded by state law," he said. "Tt isn't that people 
want bigger offices, they want offices that are legal."

close, I would have pushed for the Plumb Corner loca- 
tion. Fm not saying the Women's Club is the best solution, 
but no one has put anything better on the table/' 

For those who questioned whether leasing space 
in the short-term would eventually become a long-term 
solution. Selectman Laboa advised they are only signing a 
three-year lease intially, with the option to renew in three- 
year increments thereafter as needed. 

"Lots of businesses lease space," added FinCom 
Chairman Michael Costa.

With that. Article 5 passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to amend 
the FinCom By-Law making the Town Accountant an ad 
hoc, non-voting member of the FinCom. 'Tor the past six 
years the current Town Accountant has been an alternate 
member on the FinCom," Mr. Costa said. Article 6 carried 
unanimously. 

Under ARTICLES 7 - 10, voters were asked to 
amend specific sections of the town's Personnel By-Laws 
to reinstate language that had been inadvertently deleted 
by a prior Town Meeting vote, according to Personnel 
Board Chairman Paul Hughes. As such: 

• Article 7 allowed full-time employees to have 
three personal days a year and part-time employees "shall 
receive three personal days a year according to the 
number of pro-rated days or hours per full-time week." 

• Article 8 required employees to present a 
doctor's certificate on return to work after being out sick 
for five consecutive days. 

• Article 9 required employees to submit to an 
annual physical exam administered by a town-designated 
physician if needed to determine the employee's ability to 
perform his/her job safely. 

• Article 10 allotted sick leave time for town 
employees if an immediate family member became ill. 

ARTICLE 11, which asked voters to amend the 
Personnel By-Laws to allow accumulated sick leave as a 
result of a catastrophic accident or illness resulting in four 
weeks or more of disability, was a bit more contentious as 
the FinCom did not recommend its passage and several 
residents felt it was "a little overgenerous" to town 
employees. But Article 11 passed via majority vote, 43 to 
29.

Connoisseurs of self -reflexive trash could probably do worse 
than Seed of Chucky, a gutbucket farce that works better as a 
lampoon of Hollywood than as a horror movie. This is number five 
in the Child's Play series, which began in 1988 with the premise that 
your kid's curiously lifelike doll (seemingly patterned on a Cab- 
bage Patch Kid) could be possessed by the spirit of a serial killer. 
Brad Dourif has been cashing easy checks for the past fourteen 
years as the voice of Charles Lee Ray, a.k.a. Chucky, the homicidal 
doll whose third film purportedly inspired two British boys to 
murder a three-year-old, and whose fourth outing, 1998's Bride of 
Chucky, found him fixed up with a gothy doll. Tiffany, inhabited by 
the spirit of his former girlfriend (Jennifer Tilly). 

The result of the dolls' passion in Bride turns up in Seed of 
Chucky as a rather forlorn, sharp-toothed doll (voice by Billy Boyd 
of The Lord of the Rings — the hobbit who isnt on Lost) with a 
gender-identity crisis. The spawn, self -named Glen or Glenda 
depending on his/her mood (in a probable nod to Ed Wood's anti- 
masterpiece of the same name), reunites with Chucky and Tiffany, 
who are quite busy these days in Hollywood, where they're 
employed as "actors" in the horror movie Chucky Goes Nuts. The 
star of this epic is none other than Jennifer Tilly, playing herself as 
a sarcastic zaftig has-been who's not above sleeping with a rapper- 
turned-director (the rapper-turned-actor Redman) for a shot at the 
role of the Virgin Mary in his upcoming Biblical flick. 

Writer-director Don Mancini (who has written all the Chucky 
films) paints his Hollywood satire in broad, crude strokes, but not 
everyone would have the wit to cast notorious director John 
Waters as a sleazy paparazzo — a role Waters probably relished, and 
it shows, right down to his over-the-top death scene. An early 
movie-within-the-movie murder is outrageously gory, and I as- 
sumed the MPAA went easy on it because it's "fake" in context. But 
then make-up wiz Tony Gardner appears as a, well, make-up wiz 
whose head is graphically, lingeringly divorced from his body, 
and we also get to see the caliber of Redman's intestinal fortitude 
(he's just eaten a hot dinner, so his innards steam on the floor). As 
Terry Jones, the director of the gore-drenched, PG-rated Monty 




Python and the Holy Grail, can tell you, a spoonful of comedy helps 
the splatter go down. 

Seed of Chucky is lowbrow junk with a pulse, stuffed plump 
with references to its ancestors, from Halloween to Psycho to The 
Shining. Chucky himself, despite the vocal exertions of the amused- 
sounding Brad Dourif, is as monotonously nihilistic as usual, a 
cackling doll-face with an appetite for destruction. The cleverly 
designed Tiffany is another story; she's the best thing to happen to 
this franchise, and with Tilly speaking her lines she's a demented 
mix of hell-raising and nurturing. In the flesh, Tilly has fun sending 
herself up, bemoaning her career choices, taking a couple of shots 
at Julia Roberts, and winking at fans of what's likely to be her 
headstone movie. Bound (there's a wonderfully crass Gina Gershon 
joke, too). 

Curiously, this fifth installment is the first to be distributed by 
Rogue Pictures (who earlier gave us Shaun of the Dead), the action- 
horror wing of Focus Features, which in turn is the artsy division 
of Universal, who put out the previous Chucky films under its 
general banner. That accounts for the film's slick yet scrappily 
independent tone; if Julia Roberts gets miffed at Universal over the 
movie's jokes at her expense, the studio can always pin the blame 
on its twice-removed distributor. More importantly, an indie 
horror division with major-studio dollars behind it {Seed of Chucky 
got a 2,000-screen launch) can risk more while still staying under 
the radar (the cultural watchdogs are more concerned about insuf- 
ficiently patriotic films these days than about Child's Play 5). With 
new movies by Wes Craven and George Romero in the pipeline, 
the horror genre is starting to be fun again, and Rogue Pictures can 
take some of the credit.

Rochester Safety Grant

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Naming Names

Several tri-town parents were planning to protest the 
Old Rochester Regional District School Committee this 
past week over their unanimous decision last June to name 
the school's auditorium after ORR Junior High School's 
longtime Principal Robert Gardner, who has since retired. 
Some of the parents were apparently upset over Mr. 
Gardner's alleged mishandling of former ORR coach and 
teacher John A. Shockro, who was convicted of rape and 
sexual assault in December 1997 and was also set to be 
released this past week after serving seven years of an 
eight-year sentence for his crimes. 

The school committee meeting in question was slated 
to begin at press time, so whether or not the parents' pro- 
tests were heeded remains to be seen. But I suspect the 
ORR School Committee won't be readily swayed to reverse 
their June decision, despite the protests. I don't even know 
if or how Mr. Gardner can be held responsible for the fum- 
bling of the Shockro matter and, frankly, I've heard enough 
rumor and conjecture over the last seven years to impli- 
cate everyone at every level of the school hierarchy in the 
case — a veritable "blame game" in which fingers are al- 
ways pointing at someone else. 

Oddly enough, this incident got me to thinking about 
the egotistical penchant of school officials to name build- 
ings and school facilities after fellow administrators who, 
basically, did the job they were paid to do. I have nothing 
against Mr. Gardner, personally, and I understand that he 
was both well-respected and much-appreciated during his 
lengthy tenure at ORR — but does that warrant having to 
attend plays and Town Meetings in the newly-named 
"Robert Gardner Auditorium"? 

In my mind, such honors and dedications should be 
reserved as a means of either memorializing those who 
have given up so much of their time and effort volunteer- 
ing for community service efforts or, not to sound crass, 
those who have donated or bequeathed money to pay for 
such projects. Just off the top of my head, there are names 
that immediately come to mind in each of the three towns: 
Elizabeth Taber in Marion; Joseph Plumb in Rochester; or 
Florence Eastman in Mattapoisett. There are others, too — 
enough to fill pages here — but the point is these are all 
examples of people who were either great benefactors to 
the towns or those whose commitment to the community 
earned them the right to a lasting memorial. 



Now I'm sure plans are already in the works to name 
something appropriate after that tireless community ser- 
vant, the late John "Jack" DeCosta of Mattapoisett, who is 
certainly deserving of such an honor. And even though 
Jack was a town official, he was also known for his stead- 
fast volunteer efforts, too. 

I'm not questioning that Mr. Gardner did an outstand- 
ing job as Principal of ORR Junior High School, mind you. 
But that's just what it was: a job for which he was well- 
compensated. Since his retirement, he's also been honored 
and feted in other ways ... stamping his name above a door 
will neither tarnish nor cement his reputation for future 
generations. 

What's next? The Joseph Alves Post Office, named af- 
ter a 20-year veteran postal worker? The Mary Jones Emer- 
gency Room, named after a 30-year nurse? How about the 
Steve Smith lamp post or the Jen Wilson traffic light? 

Personally, I'd like to rename each of the Selectmen's 
meeting rooms in the three Town Halls after yours truly 
because I've probably spent more time in them over the 
past 14 years than any one of the sitting Selectmen. 

I'm sure there are people reading this thinking I've 
got some kind of grudge against Bob Gardner, but I can 
assure you there's nothing further from the truth. If you 
just step back and look at the whole thing objectively, you 
can't deny how vain the concept seems. And it's some- 
thing that has been running rampant in schools of late — 
from the elementary school level all the way up to col- 
leges and universities. 

Is it a nice and wonderful honor? Yes. Absolutely. 

But should it be done with public buildings that have 
been funded through the hard-earned tax dollars of resi- 
dents in the three towns? Um. Methinks not. 

To be sure, there are people out there with the clout 
and capital to get away with such self-aggrandizing: big- 
wigs like Donald Trump or the Hiltons, whose names have 
become more about brand and less about family. But we're 
not talking about hotels or casinos here ... we're talking 
about a public school facility that, by all rights, should be 
named after the roughly 16,000 residents in the tri-towns 
who footed a sizeable chunk of the bill. 

Something identifiable and all-inclusive ... something 
like the Old Rochester Regional High School Auditorium. 

Yeah, that's the ticket!
